Close to one 
million dollars 
worth of sewer- 
age work will be 
undertaken — in 
Altona this fin- 
ancial year, 


The, latest contract to 
be signed is for an esti- 
mated $751,005.50 project 
to sewer the area be- 
tween Greive Parade, 
Maidstone Street, the Es- 
planade and Wren Street, 
incorporating houses 
west of Maidstone Street 
in Myrtle Grove, Wolga 
Venue and the Esplanade. 
* It is the biggest sewer- 
age. project ever under- 
taken in Altona. 

‘The previously 
announced Pier Street 
project, costing the Board 
of Works $200,000 covers 
the area between Pier 
Street, Civic Parade. Rail- 
way Street, including 
David and MeBain streets. 

The Pier Street project 
will service many of Al- 
tona’s prime’ utilities. 





When releasing his re- 
port to council, Board of 
Works Commissioner, Cr. 
Harry Weaver, said it 
would service a_ health 
centre, pre-school centre, 
the elderly citizens rooms, 
the.nurses home and hos- 
pital, a dental surgery, the 
Homestead, Aliona Sta- 
tion, the police station, the 
medical clinic, the busi- 
ness centre; three public 
toilets and two churches. 

Cr. Weaver said he ex- 
pected the Pier Street pro- 
ject to be finished in early 
1973.

Effective appeals are 
the result of door-knock- 
ing in connection with a 
publicity campaign specif- 
ically directed towards a 
particular need. 

As I understand it the 
Ministers’ Fraternal was 
offered the job of dis- 
tributing the funds of a 
Community Chest door- 
knock, In my opinion this 
offer was for a  door- 
knock which would be in- 
effective by comparison 
with other alternatives, 
and offered the Fraternal 
a role of disbursement of 
money which belongs to 
the whole community and 
should be exercised by its 
elected representatives, 
Council. 

T repeat the main thrust 
of my plea. Can we have 
permission for, say, three 
official door-knocks per 
year in which all public 
spirited people in Altona 
could share by collecting 
or giving. 

I would suggest that 
one could be a_ national 
appeal for the aid of over- 
seas needy, one could be a
